Erery promise 
of gold payment oonld be honestly 
discharged when gold should be re- 
•tored to it* normal value under a 
bimetallic constitution of money. It 
would be an unpardonable blander for 
us to change the weight of our silver 
coin*. 


Let those who are clamoring for a 


new ratio understand that there IB but 
on* decent way to make it, and that 
U to lighten our gold coins. But there 
i* no occasion for a weight change in 
•itber. The pretense that free coinage 
of both metals would destroy tbe 
parity of the coins is without founda- 
tion. 


The silver coin* have never shown 


any tendency to go to a discount. On 
the contrary, in the panic some seven 
er eight years ago, it will be remem- 
bered that.silver coins were at an 
actual premium in New York City. 
Tbe time will never oome when people 
with products for sale will not be 
more than willing to accept lawful 
money in exchange for their goods. 


Until one appreciates the fundamen- 


tal principle that the market where 
consumptive commodities are sold, 
and that alone determines tbe value of 
dollars, hi* opinions on that'.subject 
are of no account, much less bis pro- 
fessions. Having first mastered, that 
principle, then a careful estimate of 
the magnitude of our market, our pro- 
ductive and consuming capacity, under 
the stimulus of riling prices will com- 
pel the conviction 
that whatever 


Xnrope may do, free coinage by this 
country will restore tbe market rela- 
tions to the ratio of 16 to 1. This 
ohaoge will, of course, be predominat- 
ing a redaction in the commercial 
value of gold—it* value measured by 
products generally.

They Orcaniza at a I own Board and *<1- 


jenrn to Await a Decision on the 
DUIncorporaUon Act. 


The meeting ot the Board of County 


Commissioners was concluded yester- 
day. 
The following 
business was 


transacted un the 3d and 4th instant: 


J. N. Evans appeared for the Board 


of Regents of the State University with 
a petition praying the Commissioner* 
to allow thtm $12,000 for the purpose 
of purchasing an experiment station 
farm. It was ordered by the Board that 
the claim be allowed as a claim against 
the agricultural experiment station 
fund. 


It was ordered that the District At- 


torney institute snit against Eureka 
ooanty for recovering expenses en- 
tailed in caring for one of said county's 
indigent poor. F. H. Noroross was em- 
ployed to aesist^the District Attorney 
in the snit. 


M. F. Marra and others presented a 


petition requesting the right to run 
traction engines upon the public road 
north of Reno, known as the Honey 
Lake road, to a point in Long valley, 
near Purdy's Station. While the peti- 
tion with its details oould not b* 
granted in fall, it was granted in the 
main, Marra and his associates being 
granted the right to ran freight engines 
over the road for ten years time, pro- 
viding the road be kept in good con- 
dition and care be exercised to prevent 
accidents happening to others travel- 
ing the same highway. 


The County Clerk was ordered to 


correspond with railroad officials at 
Verdi with the object of purchasing a 
lot onwhich a county jail>ill be erected. 
The officials will be requested to send 
a deed to a certain lot with their bill 
for the same. 


The Commissioners then organized 


as a town board. As « snit is pending 
involving the question of the incorpor- 
ation of Reno as a city, it was ordered 
that the Board adjourn to meet on the 
18tb of April at 10 o'clock A. u. 


Reed'B Trial for Murder. 


The trial of Reed for the murder of 


George Avery was continued in the 
District Court to-day. All the testi- 
mony was heard and the known facts 
ot the tragedy clearly brought out by 
the evidence. After the closing argu- 
ments were made by the District At- 
torney and E. R. Podge, who acted for 
the defendant, the jury retired for de- 
liberation, but np to the time of this 
writing had not arrived at a verdict. 


All the evidence presented leaves in 


the public eye as much doubt as to 
whether tne shooting was intentional 
or not as existed before. Reed ap- 
peared pale from his recent illness and 
the confinement of the jail, but gave 
his testimony in a very straightfor- 
ward manner and stood eross-examina- 
tion very well. 


Nevada Boys Prisoners. 


A dispatch to the Bulletin says: 


"Entering the prison at Malolos to- 
day, the troops found the names of 
four American prisoners written in 
charcoal on the walls. They were: H. 
Huber, William Bruce, Albert Son- 
ricbsen and E. Honeyman. 
Natives 


Bay f oar prisoners were marched several 
times through the streets to be jeered 
at and maltreated. There is no trace 
of them now." 


This is all that is known of the fate 


of William Bruce and E. Hoaeyman, 
the two Nevada boys who were taken 
prisoners, bat the rest can be imagined. 
If they have indeed been killed in the 
brutal manner suspected, or in any 
other manner, for that mutter, it is to 
be hoped that the revenge will be swift 
and manifold.
